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Matters of Economy 


HE persistence with which motorists buy first-grade petrol is not as misguided 

as might commonly be thought. Indeed, several factors suggest that it is 

extremely shrewd, whether unwittingly so or not. Reasonably controlled 
tests tend to show that it is cheaper in the long run to use the best petrol ; many 
commercial users of petrol vehicles do so, and the oil companies have again reduced 
the price of the lowest grades. It should be recalled that price manipulation is th 
time-honoured method by which the oil companies balance the demand for the 
various products extracted from the barrel of crude. The contents of the barrel 
are fixed by nature, and demand must be capable of stimulation to ensure that storage 
facilities do not become choked with either one or other of the derivatives of crude 
oil. The trouble these days is that the system is breaking down owing to the rapacity 
of governments, who have found fuel taxation so profitable that they have over 
loaded the price to such an extent that a reduction by the oil companies would hav 
to be uneconomically large before the consumer would respond to it. 

The ordinary British motorist is outside this situation in so far as influence upon 
it is concerned, and his aim will continue to be to achieve the most miles per gallon ; 
he should bear in mind, though, that fuel cost per mile is his criterion of economy, 
and that his figures will need recasting every time there is a price adjustment between 
the grades. If his engine is such that he feels obliged to limit himself to a single 
grade, then pure miles per gallon are all that he need bother about 

The best work for a long time on this subject is described in two articles, the first 
of which will be found on page 808. ‘An elaborate but extremely accurate mg was 
devised for the measurement of petrol consumption and was then used to determine 
the effect of various driving practices on m.p.g. The results are well worth th 
mental effort demanded by their presentation, for action based on them can mak 
a significant difference to fuel costs 


Rallying Points 


ALLIES go from strength to strength. The number of entrants for last 
week’s M.C.C.-organized event was quite phenomenal, and the growing 
number of competitors for rallies in general is almost conclusive proof thit 

the short-distance trial has relinquished its hold on the enthusiast to the benefit of 
its road rival. The trials diehards may consider this no loss, but it should be taken 


as a lesson on what happens when esotericism enters motoring. A similar proce 
took place in racing during the early era, but the excuse exists on the racing circuit 
that this similarly esoteric sport can, by virtue of its danger, be suitable only for 
the initiated, and that the specialization of pit and paddock are devoted to the worthy 
end of research into the ultimate in road speeds. Such arguments can hardly » 
advanced for mud-plugging, although that is absolutely no reason why the tria 
sport should not continue to be enjoyed by those who wish 

Having arrived at a pinnacle of achievement, rallies will hav: be closely watched 
to guard against a similar deterioration. Already it is necess: to sort the entry 
by means of special tests, but so far the special tests have been devised sufficiently 
skilfully for it to be impossible to pick the winner in advance. Results can bx 
culated in such a way that this “seeding” is made to favour neither one cla 
car nor another, but the Daily Express rally went a little astray on this point, for 
class averages can be gravely distorted by a wealth of skill or a surfeit of clun 
and it was on these averages that the markings depended

Aspects of 


FUEL 


WO things seem to have emerged since the reintroduc- 
tion of branded fuels: (i) the motoring public is fuel 
conscious; (ii) it does not seem to know much about 

the subject. Such a derogatory comment needs to be justi- 
fied, and two things may be quoted in justification. The 
first is that far more people buy the very high-octane grades 
than need, because only a high-performance engine with a 
high compression ratio really needs such a fuel (they know 
enough to buy it, but not enough not to). Secondly, an 
extract may be quoted from a letter from New Zealand: 

“IT was very interested to read the report of this year’s American 
economy run, which was won by a Ford Six. The performance, I 
am sure you will agree, is most remarkable for a stock car with 
four passengers, totalling approximately 35 cwt; more especially 
as we have always understood that petrol economy, because of low 
comparative cost in the U.S.A., is of secondary importance. 

“ Consider, then, the achievement of 32.5 m.p.g. at 44.71 m.p.h. 
(average for all contestants) over a distance of 1,200 miles, and 
compare it with the results from British cars . . . 

The writer then proceeds to quote fuel consumption 
figures from Road Tests published in this journal, and con- 
cludes on a note of puzzled disillusionment. The brief 
answer—that the American economy run and a Road Test in 
The Autocar are two very different things—needs ampli- 
fication. 

Petrol, it seems to me, has been taken for granted too 


C ON 


much of recent years, and a start might be made by re- 
capitulating some of its properties. The information is 
gathered from booklets issued by the V2cuum Oil Com- 
pany, who seem rather good at that sort of thing; their 
attitude in trying to teach the motorist to cover more miles 
to the gallon must be commended as altruistic. It would 
be readily understandable if they were content to encourage 
him to cover more miles. 

Petrol (to us) or motor spirit (to the oil companies) is 
usually that refined portion of crude hydrocarbon oil which 
boils over an approximate temperature range of 90 deg F 
to 425 deg F. The most volatile components (“light ends ”’) 
vaporize at the lower end of the scale and are useful for 
ready starting on cold mornings; those of middle volatility 
(“medium range components”) form a little stronger diet, 
burning readily but supplying a good deal more energy in 
the form of heat. They are useful for rapid warming up 
and good acceleration. The least volatile components 
(“heavy ends”), evaporating up near 400 deg F, make up 
the full-power-maximum-economy diet that is good for the 
engine in moderation. Control of these proportions in any 
blend is in the power of the fuel technologist and, in fact, 
volatility characteristics are changed with the seasons of the 
year in this country. 

In the burning of petrol within a combustion chamber 
its anti-knock properties are, perhaps, the most significant. 
These are measured by octane numbers, and octane numbers 
have accordingly been loosely accepted as a measure of 
petrol quality. Two recognized laboratory engine tests are 
used to determine octane number: that of the American 
Society for Testing Materials (A.S.T.M.) and the Co-opera- 
tive Fuel Research (C.F.R.) method. The A.S.T.M. process 
gives the number by the Motor Method, and the C.F.R. the 
Research. They are not directly comparable, but Mobilgas 
give a rough guide:

The tests are a comparison of anti-knock behaviour with 
primary reference fuels which are blends of two hydro- 
carbons—iso-octane and normal heptane; the former has a 
good anti-knock rating and has therefore been awarded the 
arbitrary datum rating of 100, while heptane is in disgrace 
with a rating of zero. Thus if a certain fuel behaves in the 
same way as a mixture of 70 parts iso-octane and 30 normal 
heptane, its octane number is 70. 

So much for the liquid that retails around 4s 6d a gallon 
in Britain, 1.04 rupiahs per litre in Indonesia and 12,700 
drachmas per Imperial gallon in Athens. But whether you 
are Greek, Indonesian or English it is good sense to save 
it as far as possible. But how? That is where precision is 
needed as a basis for knowledge, the knowledge in turn to 
serve as a basis for action in driving. For it is in driving 
methods that petrol is used economically or wasted; that 
much has been ably documented by the Ford Engineering 
Research Department in America.* 

Their work was almost unbelievably precise,

measure of the precision is the fuel-distance metering system 
shown in Fig. 1, which was developed for the purpose. 

The alternate filling and emptying of a bellows metered 
the fuel, while the turning fifth wheel measured the distance 
travelled. The operation was automatic and a cycle of the 
flowmeter gave 2.62 c.c. of fuel, while a turn of the fifth 
wheel equalled a 7ft distance travelled. Each caused a pip 
to be recorded on the Brush tape, and a specimen is shown 
in Fig. 2.

As a sobering start to the recital of bad habits which 
such a discourse was bound to be, the shocking inefficiency 
of the internal combustion engine was reiterated graphically 
(Fig. 3). ‘This shows what happens to each British Thermal 
Unit provided by burning petrol. (The B.T.U. is the 
amount of heat required to raise a pound of distilled water 
one degree of temperature, but the fact need not cause 
despondency; to all intents and purposes the graph shows 
what happens to any given volume of petrol.) 

The engine used for determining these proportions was a 
1952 overhead valve example turning at 2,000 r.p.m. (road 
speed 40 m.p.h.) and with ignition and carburation adjusted 
for maximum power. The losses speak for themselves, but 
the lesson is drawn by the Ford engineers when they remark 
that they are the result not so much of the transfer of energy 
to the road wheels as of the conversion of the heat energy 
in the fuel into engine power. Moreover, these were full- 
throttle conditions, and at part-throttle an engine is even 
less efficient. An interesting point is that the ultimate 16.8

per cent is available for acceleration or hill-climbing. If 
the arrows that are “ peeling-off” from the main bulk are 
studied it will be realized that by the time windage has been 
overcome at 1.4 per cent, no more power for passage along 
a level road is needed. It is the brake output percentage 
(24.4) that is the measure of internal combustion engine 
inefficiency. 

The heat dissipation balance of the engine varies with 
engine speed, the variation being shown in Fig. 4. Losses

through radiation and exhaust increase substantially as 
r.p.m. rise, coolant losses decrease, frictional losses increase 
and the useful transfer to b.h.p. is less. (“Indicated horse 
power”: h.p. at the piston, found by measuring explosion 
pressure with an instrument roughly comparable with a 
barograph. This gives an “indicator diagram ”.) 

Three representative engines were tested for the data in 
Fig. 5, which again shows what happens to fuel as the engine 
speed rises. The rise in the curves for brake specific fuel 
consumption are the sole concern of the car owner, and 
drivers will notice that the rise is pronounced; speed, then, 
is costly. The engineer is also concerned with the dropping 
curves of indicated specific fuel consumption, which prove 
that thermal efficiency increases with engine speed. This 
apparent contradiction is easier to comprehend if one thinks 
of indicated horse power as the push downwards on the top 
of the piston, for it is after that push that frictional losses 
intervene, and they increase rapidly with speed. In terms 
of Fig. 4 the indicated horse-power curve has risen slightly 
and the proportion of heat lost in radiation, exhaust and 
coolant less friction heat loss has decreased; are you still 
with me? If not, never mind. 

However, an effort should be made to find in Fig. 6 the

interest that is there, for this is small engine versus big 
engine, and is thus Britain versus U.S.A. on graph paper. 
Engine A is the big one. The three vertical lines labelled 
“Road Load Engine A” represent the work to be done; 
the unbroken line shows how the big engine does it, and 
the dotted line how the small engine does. In each case 
the dotted line crosses the vertical well below the unbroken 
line, with a lower specific fuel consumption, and it is there- 
fore being operated more efficiently than the big one. But, 
say the Ford engineers, “it has insufficient power for the 
acceleration and top speed that the motorist in this country 
(U.S.A.) is accustomed to.” 

We are now, roughly speaking, at the end of the tougher 
part of this thesis, and anyone who has lost track may pick

it up at this point, for the emphasis now shifts to more worka- 
day things such as the effect of ignition settings, cold starts, 
heavy feet and suchlike on the m.p.g. There was a figure 
6a, I frankly confess, which I had great hopes of explaining 
in terms of a leaf and its veins (it was all hysteresis-type 
loops). After twenty minutes with wet towel I consulted 
a tame member of sundry learned institutions who usually 
likes to discourse on such matters. “Try it on Humphrey 
Lyttelton,” he said. “If he can’t play it the band can at 
least improvise.” 

Feet of clay, you note; feet of clay. 

Anyway, this missing figure proved that engine economy 
could not be obtained merely by altering size or fooling 
about with axle ratios. Complications intervene elsewhere, 
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and in compensating for those the experimenter is likely to 
come back to that point of the circle at which he can say 
with some truth, “I have been here before.” 

Therefore, say the Ford engineers, everything possible 
must be done to improve the engine economy in all engine 
operating conditions, and Fig. 7 shows the relationship of 
ignition advance and fuel flow through the carburettor and

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the resulting fuel consumption. The dotted lines are factory 
settings influenced by the automatic advance and the car- 
burettor design. The solid lines represent optimum settings 
by hand. There is a 5 per cent loss of economy at 2,500 
r.p.m., but in general it is obvious that the automatic controls 
are quite efficient, and not much is to be gained by accusing 
them of being petrol wasters. 

There is a delightful simplicity about Fig. 8 which I hope 
will appeal to the reader as much as it does to the writer. 
It should be related directly to our morning habits now 
that the cold weather is upon us, for it shows the effect of

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choking on fuel consumption. The car was travelling at a 
constant speed of 40 m.p.h. and was a 1952 model. If the 
throttle is 40 per cent choked a petrol consumption of about 
21 m.p.g. slumps to about 8 m.p.g. “This figure,” remark 
Messrs. White, Enoch and Haynes with a dry sarcasm, 
“may be of particular interest to our women drivers.” I 
am glad they said it and not me. 

What is of specially practical interest about the curve is 
the evidence it gives that a small amount of choking does 
not have a very serious effect on economy, and as a result 
it may be deduced that not a lot of neat petrol is washing 
down the bores to dilute the sump contents. Translated 
into the morning drive away from the garage this means that 
it is better to push the choke in bit by bit as the engine 
will “take it” than to leave it right out until that moment. 

We have safely left the garage, restored the choke control 
to the “in” position, and are driving away. For the present 
I will not spoil your enjoyment by even beginning to show 
what a wasteful procedure it all is. 

But you wait till the next instalment . . .

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1.4-LITRE SUPERCHARGED POWER 
UNIT OF AUSTRIAN DESIGN TO BE 
MANUFACTURED IN THE MIDLANDS: 
POSSIBILITIES OF APPLICATION IN 
SMALL CARS 


S a power unit for small vehicles, 
including cars, the List two-stroke 
diesel engine is to be made in this 

country by the Turner Manufacturing Co., 
Ltd., of Wolverhampton. The engine is 
to the design of Hans List, of Graz, 
Austria, and is primarily a two-cylinder 
unit, although it could be made as a three- 
or four-cylinder Several claims and 
atented features, however, are closely 
identified with the two-cylinder form and 
it can be assumed that this is the type 
that will be most energetically developed. 

By using only two cylinders a small 
total swept volume can be used without 
undue reduction of bore and stroke 
dimensions, thereby overcoming one of

the major problems of the “small” 
diesel, while by adopting the two-stroke 
cycle the torque pattern is the same as 
that of a four-cylinder four-stroke. Over- 
all length of the engine is, of course, con- 
siderably reduced, so that a small engine 
is achieved in spite of the fact that the 
cylinders remain comparatively large. 
The bore and stroke in this case are 
92mm (3.62in) by 105mm (4.13in), giving 
a total swept volume of 1,395 c.c, 
(85.19 cu in) if the depth of the scavenge 
and exhaust ports is ignored. 


Low Fuel Consumption 


The engine is loop scavenged by a 
three-lobe Roots blower, the intake and 
exhaust being controlled by ports in the 
cylinder wall covered and exposed by the 
movement of the piston. Speed varies 
between 600 r.p.m. idling to 2,800 r.p.m. 
maximum, a somewhat limited range in 
comparison with a petrol engine of 
equivalent size. At governed speed the 
output is 35 b.h.p., which is somewhat 
less than the power developed by the 
average petrol engine of equivalent size. 
Consumption, in terms of m.p.g., is on the 
other hand reduced to almost half. 

A conventional air-cell type of combus- 
tion system is employed, the cell being of 
spherical form in the cylinder head with 
1 tangential passage to the clearance space 
ibove the flat top piston; the fuel is 


The arrangement of the crankshaft 
drillings and inlet porting is evident 
in this view.

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sprayed vertically downwards into the cell 
from an injector mounted centrally. A 
heating plug to assist cold starting is 

in the side of the combustion 
chamber. 

It is in connection with balance that 
the principal feature of this engine is to 
be noted. A side-by-side two-cylinder 
engine with a 180-degree crankshaft has 
good balance apart from a noticeable 
“ couple” which tends to rock the engine 
in the plane of its cylinder axes. No 
normal arrangement of weights 
on the crankshaft will wholly eliminate 
the resultant vibration, but in this unit a 
separate balancing system is incorporated, 
consisting of two shafts parallel with the 
crankshaft and driven therefrom in train 
with the fuel injection pump drive. These 
shafts run in opposite rotation at engine 
speed and have balance weights at each 
end, the cumulative effect of which is to 
cancel out the couple associated with the 
pistons and connecting rods by creating 
an equal and opposite reaction to the dis- 
turbing force. 

If this engine were built in three- 
cylinder form the total swept volume 
would be 2,091 c.c., with the torque pat- 
tern of a six-cylinder four-stroke engine, 
and approximately 52.5 b.h.p. would be 
developed. ‘The special balancing shafts 
would no doubt be eliminated; thus in

somewhat complicated shape, as they con- 
tain both the inlet (or scavenge) and the 
exhaust ports. They are fitted with four 
sealing rings, as it is necessary to seal the 
inlet and exhaust ports, and the water 
jackets. The combustion chambers are 
machined from heat-resisting steel and 
owing to their shape it is necessary to 
produce them in two parts which are sub- 
sequently welded together and then cast 
into the light alloy cylinder heads—a 
separate head is used for each cylinder 
and they are each held in place by four 
studs and nuts.

The twin-cylinder unit consists of a 
single casting forming the cylinder block 
(which has detachable liners) and the crank 
chamber. It extends down well past the 
crankshaft centre line, the base of the 
chamber being enclosed by a sump. The 
two-throw crankshaft is supported by 
three main bearings, end thrust being 
taken by flanges on the centre main 
bearing. To save weight the crankshaft 
journals are bored. the big-end 
journals are also bored, but the holes are 
at an angle of 14 degrees to the crank- 
shaft centre line so that they form sludge 
traps. End plugs are fitted to the holes 
where necessary to prevent the escape of 
lubricant, and cross drillings are provided 
to allow the oil to pass from the main 
bearings to the big-ends. 


Lubrication 


The connecting rods are split at an angle 
of 35 degrees to the connecting rod longi- 
tudinal Centre line, and the caps are held 
in place by set bolts. A drilling up 
through the connecting rods provides a 
positive feed to lubricate the fully floating 
gudgeon pins which are located by means 
of circlips. The flat topped light alloy 
pistons are of massive construction and 
well ribbed. They are provided with 
four rings above the gudgeon pin centre 
line and two at the bottom of the piston 
skirt, the lower one of these being of the 
oil control type.

ULLSWATER’S HIGHWAYS AND BY-WAYS By DAVID INNES 


HE approach roads to Ullswater, this rather aloof but 
second largest lake, are varied. The loveliest, I think, 
is direct from Penrith, down the west bank of the 

Eamont, through green parkland which the road leaves to 
skirt Dun Mallet and lead to a splendid view of Ullswater. 

But the most popular is from A6, a short ‘way south of 
Penrith. This is a very ancient road with history adding 
interest to the journey. To the left is a circular field sur- 
rounded by little mounds called King Arthur’s Round Table. 
For long it was thought to have been used for jousting, but 
the result of excavations in 1937 suggested that the place had 
been a crematorium in the Bronze Age. 

Then on the right is another circular area, surrounded by 
a mound of pebbles with a block of stone in the centre, 11ft 
high, and called Mayborough. One school of thought dates 
it back as a judicial court of the Druids, but another, because 
of the polished pebbles, would have it as a habitation of 
Neolithic man. 

At pretty Tirril, Charles Gough’s remains are buried. This 
young man met his death on Helvellyn, on Striding Edge, 
and for three months his little terrier kept faithful watch 
over his body. Sir Walter Scott immortalized that little dog 
in Helvellyn, and Wordsworth in Fidelity. 

The first glimpse of Ullswater’s grandeur comes as the 
road nears Pooley Bridge, the pretty village at the foot of the 
lake; there the Great Dodd, Helvellyn, and long ridges 
and peaks of lesser height dominate the view over gleaming, 
tree-fringed waters so that many consider this the most 
beautiful approach to Ullswater. 

The road from Lakeland’s centre is by Keswick, and on 


Bridge house, at Ambleside, with its feet far apart, stands 
astride Stock Gill and fronts the main road. The house is 
now National Trust property. 
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our last visit my wife and I journeyed that way. We had 
come from the west over the wild approach to Coniston, to 
glide by Rydal and Grasmere’s quiet waters, up Dunmail 
Raise and then down past Thirlmere and by Keswick, where 
we turned on to A594. This road was winding and hilly, 
with the short, sharp hills which many Lakeland roads 
specialize in, but the surface was good, and the slow going 
gave us time to absorb the beauty of the dale and fells. 
Saddleback was bathed in sunshine, rugged and massive, and 
at the village of Threkeld it was very warm. The old houses 
of this village are a delight and typical of Cumberland, with 
rugged walls of small flat stones, showing no mortar but 
sloping downwards to throw off the water. 

From there our road continued to dip and rise, crossing 
becks with stony beds, until we turned south at the road 
junction at Troutbeck station—a misleading name, for it is 
not an angler’s dream but a railway station, a mass of sheep 
pens and the hotel in the centre of expansive grazing and 
moorland. 

Already high in the hills as we were it took little extra 
climbing to the road summit at 1,124ft, where we looked far 
down and over the valley to peaky fells. Continuing down- 
hill we met, and passed by inches, two buses grinding up, 
loaded with sightseers doing the round tour from Amble- 
side and Windermere. Next followed the awkward but lovely 
tree-shaded corners by the inn and bridge at Dockray; which 
brought us to a superb view of Ullswater, pacidly blue, with 
its steep fells behind and the foreground richly tree-clad 
and carpeted in green parkland stretching up towards us. 

We stopped here to see Aira Force in Gowbarrow Park. It 
is reached through a gate and by flight after flight of steep 
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Embryo fishermen with skirts thoughtfully tucked in by atten- 
dant parents, delve for minnows from Uliswater's shallows. 





steps, which took us down to the stone bridge spanning a 
deep pool at the foot of the falls. The lack of spectacular 
crashing waters was made up for by a gossamer veil of spray, 
. shot with rainbow colours and shimmering in the sunshine, 
which filtered through great leafy trees; one could well 
imagine that in spate this 60ft fall must be magnificent. 

Ullswater owes much of its beauty to its long, narrow, 
crooked shape which displays an ever changing array of 
woodlands, pleasant bays and luminous water reflecting the 
wealth of colour of its sheltering fells. These gave us 
fascinating pictures as we wended our way by its tree-fringed 
shore. With an old haunt in mind we continued down the 
lake, passing the pier from which the steamer to Howton and 
Patterdale sails and where small boats can be hired. There 
some anglers were coming ashore, one young fisher proudly 
displaying his catch of perch. 

Crossing the River Eamont at Pooley Bridge brought us 
into Westmorland and on to the narrow, east lakeside road to 
Howton. Although usually by-passed this road affords 
marvellous views across and towards the foot of the lake 
and gives access to the High Street, a remarkable ridge walk 
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and path of a Roman road over 1,000ft up, also to ancient 
torts, stone circles and cairns and, beyond Howton, to the 
highest and loveliest church in the country, Martindale. 

Che next afternoon found us back at Gowbarrow en route 
for Kirkstone Pass, but meanwhile enjoying a cup of tea 
under the shade of a grand old oak tree. Ihere were others 
fortifying themselves at this open-air calé; they were passen- 
gers from a smail bus, and the driver said it was their first 
day on tour from Edinburgh to Land’s End. In outlining 
their route he spoke of much of interest to be seen by the 
way, seeming to know it ail so intumately that our surprise 
was great when he added that it was his first time on this 
tour, but he had read up all the books he could about it 
Chere is more to a bus driver’s job on tour than just sitting 
behind the wheel. 


Watering-places 


The remainder of our journey along by the upper section 
of the lake was slow with long stops just to gaze at the lovely, 
changeful scene: the soft lapping of water on a pebbly 
beach, the fascination of anglers afloat, the charming pictures 
of the steamer sailing up the lake, the dappied light and shade 
of leafy trees and the sun-drenched fells. Then came Uills 
water Hotel and picturesque Glenridding with its glorious 
outlook, its rushing beck and happy pier; all of which make 
it a delightful tourist centre which vies with /atterdale, its 
nearby larger neighbour, on the gateway to Kirkstone Pass. 

At Ullswater head there were small boats for hire, and we 
could not resist the lure to spend an hour afloat. How fair 
was the foreground here to the chequered fells in their pretty 
garb of greens backed by the more sombre mountains. They 
at last reminded us that the pass through those wild hills 
was our objective, and the day was fast speeding. So on to 
Patterdale: Patrickdale in early times, and its church, dedi- 
cated to St. Patrick, is said to be a survival of the Christianity 
of the fifth-century Britons of lower Strathclyde. But 
Patterdale’s children were not thinking of its history that day 
as they swam in the large, deep pools above and below the 
bridge over Goldrill Beck. 

After Patterdale the fells gradually closed in about us, 
their peaky heights and steepening slopes near Deepdale re- 
minding me of the approach to Glen Clunie in Wester Ross 
But this was lost on passing Brother’s Water as the fells 
grew higher and closer and the road steeper. We were now 
in Kirkstone Pass, a sombre place with grotesquely shaped 
mountains towering on every side, the western heights 
shrouded in deep indigo shadows and the eastern ones 
caressed in brilliant pinks and gold. Up and up we twisted, 
deciding that this wild road was no place for a heavy caravan 
and, indeed, not for one of any type. On the wild, windy, 
1,500ft summit is the Kirkstone Pass Inn with its thick 
old walls gleaming snow-white in brilliant sunshine. This 
inn used to have the apt name of Traveller’s Joy 


Wild Choice 


We had the chance of two descents; so leaving the easier 
way for the return journey we took the wild way by Stock 
Gill to Ambleside. This little road was very steep and 
rough as it careered down some way from the stream. Stock 
Gill runs through a rocky and wooded mountain glen, rush- 
ing downwards to make a last great joyous leap at Stock Gill 
Force and then to murmur and gurgle quietly past the old 
meal mill and under the quaint bridge house at Ambleside. 

Our return was from Windermere’s shores by the valley of 
Troutbeck, which is very lovely, and the village, straggling 
and old-world. From here there is a track to Thornthwaite 
Crag where, 2,560ft up, hikers can finish their wamp from 
the Roman High Street, the watershed road from Tirril 

We were in deep shadow as we breasted the steep climb 
to Kirkstone, but over the gloomy valley the great rampart 
formed by Ill Bell, Froswick and John Bell’s barrier stood 
out stark and clear. From this we plunged into the once 
fearsome pass by Kilnshaw Chimney and Hart Crag, and 
speeding on through the gloaming we slipped by Patterdale 
to Ullswater, where the rising moon threw a silvery track 
across the water 
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The Grand Junction Canal, on its gentle way through Hertfordshire, reflects an inn at Pouchen End, a village only so yards from 
Berkhamsted.

UNOBSERVANT 
How Inaccurate Can The Police Be? 


[65276.|—Here is a case which might interest “ Lawyer-on- 
Wheels.” 

At 6.45 a.m. one fine summer’s morning I was stopped by a 

jlice patrol car outside the Stirling speed limits and told that I 
Pad left the restricted area considerably in excess of 30 m.p.h 

The summons—when it arrived—gave the wrong registration 
number for the car in addition to another inaccuracy, and I, 
therefore, pleaded not guilty. Recently the case was heard before 
the Stirling sheriff's court, when the two police constables con- 
cerned stated separately and under oath that: the car bore the 
registration number MG 471, its colour was black, I was by 
myself, I had stayed in the car whilst particulars were taken, 
my speed had been checked over three-tenths of a mile from 
Buchanan’s garage to the limit sign, and they had stopped me 
300 yards beyond the limit. 

The facts are: The car’s number is HJB 471, its colour is 
bright green, my wife and daughter were with me, I got out of 
the car as soon as the police constables did, the distance from 
Buchanan’s garage to the limit is four-tenths of a mile, and they 
stopped me*800 yards past the limit. The first five points were 
easily proved. 

I was convicted and fined, the sheriff taking the view that the 
above inaccuracies were immaterial to the charge; but surely 
one should not be convicted on such slovenly evidence, which 
showed the witnesses on that particular occasion to be colour 
blind, and grossly unobservant. 

Unfortunately I could not afford the luxury of an appeal.

SECOND-HAND PRICES 
ls Purchase From a Dealer a Safeguard? 


[65278.}—I have read with interest Mr. N. K. Turner’s letter 
[65239] in your issue of October 30 on the old question of 
second-hand car prices. As a private motorist I agree with him 
that the public is chiefly responsible for the general level, past, 
present and future. If people were not prepared to pay the 
figures asked, the prices would haye to come down; and that is 
beginning at last to happen. 

I also agree with him that, in most cases today, unless a man 
gets a good price for his second-hand car, he cannot afford a 
new one. The prices of new cars are still far too high, and in 
general the gaps between those prices and the second-hand 
values are far too wide to interest private purchasers 
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continued 


But there is one point in Mr. Turner’s letter that I find difficult 
to understand. It is his inference that it is a “delusion” that to 
buy privately saves money. Why a delusion? Surely it stand 
to reason that a private purchase, cutting out the dealer’s profit, 
is likely to save money. Mr. Turner may be inclined to raise 
the point that cars sold by dealers are thoroughly checked over 
and money has been spent on necessary repairs and so on, thus 
ensuring a sounder proposition, albeit at a higher price. But 
with the greatest respect to Mr. Turner, and to the motor trade 
in general, the prospective customer does not normally himself 
see the work carried out. Is it not generally agreed, even in the 
trade, that the purchase of a second-hand car must necessarily 
be something of a lottery, even in cases where a guarantee is 
given? 

With a private purchase, however, a minimum price is usually 
paid, and any work on the car subsequently found to be required 
can be carried out to the new owner's specific orders; and since 
he has probably paid a fairly low price, he can afford a further 
modest outlay, putting the car in really good order if necessary 
And most important, he can give precise instructions as to what 
work is to be done 

I have bought several second-hand cars privately, and fairly 
old ones at that, at very reasonable prices, and have in every case 
been entirely satisfied. The one vehicle I purchased from the 
trade turned out badly—it may be I was unfortunate. Perhaps 
Mr. Turner would be good enough to tell me exactly where 
my “ delusion ” lies.

$J.C. Again Urge Road Loan 


T a recent meeting in London of the 
Standing Joint Committee of the 
R.A.C., the A.A. and the R.S.A.C., out 
spoken criticism was made about the con- 
tinued failure of the Government to tackle 
the urgent problem of Britain’s obsolete 
road system. It was stressed that further 
restrictions on road users by legislation 
were now foreshadowed, but they were 
bound to fail and could not produce any 
appreciable reduction in the accident 
figures unless steps were taken at the 
same time to make the roads suitable for 
the rapidly increasing volume of traffi 
The Committee decided to use all its 
influence to persuade the Government to 
accept the principle of a road loan. It 
was pointed out that, for example, a loan 
of one hundred million pounds would 
cost only about four million pounds a year 
in interest, which was less than the money 
now being raised by vehicle and petrol 
taxes in the course of four days. 


Pioneers Gather 


4 IGHTEEN members of that remark- 

—“ able body the Circle of 19th Cen- 
tury Motorists attended their annual get 
together lunch at the Criterion Res- 
taurant, London, last week. To qualify

fame). Graceful tributes were paid to 
the pioneers. Mr. Andrews remarked, 
“You certainly started something, gentle- 
men The great motor industry, the 
great oil industry, the great servicing 
industry, all arose asa result of the fore- 
sight and courage of you and others with 
you.” 

Later, Mr. Andrews spoke about the 
economic consequences of impeding 
development today. While he realized 
that there were many claims on the 
Exchequer, it passed his comprehension 
that the Chancellor was not prepared, or 
did not seem to be prepared, to make 
room for the vehicles that are or will be 
on our roads. Before many years have 
passed there would be stagnation on the 
roads just as there was in London at the 
time of the Coronation. The economic 
life of the country would be very seriously 
affected. He was aware that the motor 
ing organizations were criticized for not 
being sufficiently aggressive. He sug- 
gested, however, that it can be more 
effective to approach your adversary in a 
reasonable way instead of calling him 
names.

SPEAKING IN SCOTLAND 


AT the opening ceremony in Kelvin 
Lf Hall, Glasgow, of the Scottish Motor 
Show, the Right Hon. the Earl of Rose- 
bery said that his own connection with 
vehicles went back even farther than the 
50 years of the Scottish Motor Trade 
Association. He applauded the fact that 
the Association did not rest on its laurels 
and that it realized that the future pros 
perity of the vehicle repair and main 
tenance trade depended largely upon the 
availability of skilled labour. It was taking 
every opportunity of encouraging suitable 
boys to serve as apprentices to become 
fully trained mechanics, and it was also 
doing everything possible to urge local 
education departments to provide the 
necessary facilities for “book learning.’ 

Lord Rosebery went on to Comment on 
the appalling state of the roads in th 
country and he pointed out that, while 
Scotland had some fine highways like the 
Edinburgh-Glasgow road and one or two 
others, there was no question about it that 
the other roads were not up to the “ strain 
or safety that was necessary.” 

At the exhibition banquet of the 
S.M.T.A., the organizers of the Scottish 
Show, Mr. W. R. Black, president of the 
Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders, said on Monday that it was 


ibundantly clear that the show was an out 
standing success, and that to many people 
it Was more interesting than the London 
Show because of the inclusion of commer- 
cial vehicles. He described the present 
Show as the finest ever held in Scotland 
ind went on to speak of the two major 
problems facing road transport.

B. H. Dees Wins Cottingham Trophy Trial 


HERE were only two non-starters in 
the Harrow Car Club’s Eleventh 
Annual Cottingham Memorial 

Trophy Trial, which started from The 
Kings Arms, Stokenchurch, last Satur- 
day. The route led from A40 westwards 
towards Christmas Common and dived 
down the chalky ruts of Lewknor Hill to 
join the Icknield Way. 

A short, narrow lane led the 22 competi- 
tors to Buck Hill, which was one of five 
close together in a basin on the north- 
west edge of the Chilterns. Buck took 
toll of all but four, the sharp left-hand 
bend, with its adverse camber immediately 
after the start, preventing any rushing 
tactics, although when B. H. Dees (Dee- 
ford) made the first climb and got up 
clean it seemed a good omen. But the 
next three cars stopped, Price jnr. (Price 
Special) failing just round the corner 
because he had not turned the fuel tap on, 
it was not to be his lucky day as he suf- 
fered a cracked chassis member later on. 
H. R. Smart nearly made the top in his 
B.S.T. but stopped with the inevitable 
wheelspin after a hearty attempt; in the 
later numbers Phillips (Le Tout) and 
Atkinson (Atkinson Special) shone 
amongst a group of failures. 

Bunny, Hare and Doe, with its topical 
pictorial signboard, were spread out up 
the same hillside which the wind was try- 
ing to dry out. Again Dees was non- 
stop and Newman tried hard on Bunny, 
his Newford reaching Section 3 before he 
came to rest. Having reversed down the 
hill he had to connect up a radius arm 
which had come adrift. 


Mountains and Molehills 


The starting line for Hare, the easiest 
of a difficult bunch, seemed to be on an 
outsize molehill and the section wound 
its way up over the chalk and bumps. 
Phillips, who appeared to be enjoying 
himself, found his way successfully to the 
top, but had shed a front wing somewhere 
en route. Lilley (J.E.M.), maybe spurred 
on by his Bugatti-blue overalls, was better 
than most of the others who stopped.

ELANCHOLY news comes from the 
Connaught concern, to the effect 
that it seems unlikely that there will be 
any more Connaught racing cars. This 
is extremely hard on Ken McAlpine and 
Rodney Clarke, the prime movers behind 
the project, for they have worked very 
hard and enthusiastically during the last 
few seasons and have achieved a lot; to 
see it all fold up now would dis- 
appointing in the extreme. But the plain 
fact of the matter is that the available 
financial support is insufficient to allow 
for a development programme capable of 
providing a really good and well-tested 
design of car for the new formula, and 
recent negotiations to increase it have not 
been successful. 

It might be possible for the firm to 
keep going by producing a racing car 
for private sale; but the profit margin 
thus achieved would not be sufficient to 
enable the job to be done properly and a 
really competitive machine produced.

The cars are 
divided into four categories: International 
Sport (of any size, in which any modifica- 
tion is permitted), International Standard 
(for production type touring cars with 
five-seater saloon bodies, of which no 
fewer than 5,000 examples are manufac- 
tured annually), Sport (up to 1,600 c.c., or 
800 c.c. if supercharged, production model 
sports cars) and Special Standard (re- 
served exclusively for certain listed 
American saloon touring cars developing 
no more than 115 b.h.p.). 

Naturally much of the interest, from a 
European—point of view, is in the first- 
mentioned category, in which there are 
five works-entered Lancias, two Gordinis 
and a French Talbot. The drivers of 
the Lancias are Fangio, Bracco, Bonetto, 
Taruffi and Castellotti; the Gordinis will 
be driven by Behra and Lucas, and the 
Talbot by Rosier. Also from Europe 
come several privately entered Ferraris, 
among the drivers being Chinetti, Stag- 
noli, Ricci and Salviati. In the smaller 
sports category there are works entries 
from Porsche and Borgward of two cars 
each, the drivers being Kling and von 
Hanstein (or Hermann), and Hartmann 
and Brudes, respectively. 

Stiff American opposition in the larger 
sports class will come from the Kurtis- 
Krafts of Tony Bettenhausen and Jack 
Ensley and the Thorne Engineering 
Special of Joel Thorne. The first two 
are respectively Chrysler and Cadillac- 
engined, while the last-named is powered 
by a Thorne-built unsupercharged 4}-litre 
six-cylinder twin-o.h.c. unit which is a 
sports car version of Thorne’s Indiana- 
polis engine for next year. Among other 
well-known American drivers taking part 
are Phil Hill (Ferrari), John Fitch, 
Murrell Belanger and Bill Vukovich 
(Chryslers—international standard class), 
Johnny Mantz and Chuck Stevenson 
(Lincolns—ditto) and Ernie McAfee 
(Siata—small sports class). In all, there 
are almost 200 entries. 

The Carrera Panamericana is the last 
event in this year’s sports car champion- 
ship, in which Ferrari and Jaguar are at 
present level with 27 points each. Un 
fortunately, the Jaguar firm has decided 
against entering this year, but Stirling 
Moss and “ Lofty” England are in Mexico 
surveying the route and watching the 
race, preparatory work for a real effort 
in next year’s version. Although there 
are three privately entered Type C 
Jaguars in the race, it would seem that 
the experienced European Ferrari drivers 
weight the odds in favour of the Italian 
marque in the championship result. 


‘THE Madras Motor Sports Club ven- 
tured into motor racing on October 
25. Venue was the Shoijavaram airfield, 


about 12 miles from Madras. In the car 
races—for there were motor cycle events 
also—the entry was predominantly M.G. 
with a few home-brewed specials. One 
of the latter, P. Matthen’s S.1.A.C., was 
especially efficient; it ran away with first 
place at 60 m.p.h. in the handicap race 
for open sports cars, followed by an M.G. 
The S.LA.C. is basically a pre-war S.S. 
Jaguar saloon, of 17 years of age. There 
was a struggle for second place between 
three M.G. drivers, K. Varugis, Strong 
and R. Sharma. At first Sharma clung 
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continued 


to Matthen’s tail, but engine trouble 
forced his car out of the race; then Strong 
challenged Varugis, but he spun the car 
round on the hairpin bend.
